Study Shows Unions Smother Workers’ Freedom 


Research conducted by Prof. Joel Soidman of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago shows that most of the 17 million workers 
who are members of 9."? major labor unions in America do not 
have the constitutional right, within their union, to chal­ 
lenge or oppose their ruling officialdom. I he professor found 
only two union constitutions among the 93 which expressly 
permit opposition. On the other hand, the constitutions of 
many make it difficult or impossible for internal opposition to 
challenge the regime in power. 
The source of the un-democratic concentration of power 
in the hands of the union officials, the professor concluded, 
is the “union shop” device of monopolistic unionism. 
“A vital policy issue confronting the union movement, and 
the public as well.” Professor Seidman and his collaborators 
wrote, “is the excessive power that union leaders may l>c 
able to weld over the membership . . . I his power of coer­ 
cion exists because of the widespread use of the union se­ 
curity (union shop) clause in this country which may endan­ 
ger a worker’s job if he loses good standing in his union. * 
Unions whose officials are given dictatorial power through 
the instrument, the “union shop,” are among the most un­ 
democratic of American Institutions, Professor Seidman con­ 
cluded.

October has long been noted for a 
tragic number of traffic deaths,

73. 
Traffic 
accident 
records show 
that the October death toll is the 
lowest recorded in Missouri for 
the month since 1945 when 71 fa­ 
talities were recorded. 
The traffic toll last month in Mis­ 
souri included 59 deaths in rural 
areas of tiie state and 14 fatalities 
on streets of cities with more than 
10.000 population. There were 31 
drivers, 24 pa. sengers and 4 ped­ 
estrians killed in rural area traffic 
crashes. In urban areas, 2 drivers, 
3 passengers and 9 pedestrian, 
were killed. 
During the last 16 years, an av­ 
erage of 96 people have been killed 
in Missouri traffic each October.

fatalities 
during

month. Last year there were 104 
deaths, while the all time high 
death toll for any month occurred 
in Oetobe 1953. and October, 1956 
when 132 people were killed.

The improvement this year has 
not decreased traffic dangers ac­ 
cording to the State Highway Pa­ 
trol.

The Right To Work 
If there is a basic right in the 
democratic system, it is that every 
capable citizen should have the 
same chance to work as any other, 
regardless of color or creed. This 
certainly is not true in a tremen­ 
dous number of cases for the Ne­ 
gro job hunter. 
Because many unions, especially 
craft unions refuse to accept Ne­ 
gro apprentices in training pro­ 
grams, the Negro is barred from 
much 
skilled 
and 
semi-skilled 
work. 
He is denied opportunity and the 
higher pay that other citizens may 
enjoy — simply because his skin is 
taboo. 
This is rank discrimination, a 
shameless policy of racism, an un­ 
questionable roadblock to dynamic 
industry in a period when automa­ 
tion is throwing many unskilled 
laborers out of jobs and opening 
new fields for skilled workers. Not, 
however, for the Negro 
In St. Louis, which has an un­ 
employment rate of 8.4 per cent, 
Negro unemployment is 20 per 
cent 
Obviously this is not all due to 
the unions’ bar against Negroes; 
some of these jobless are drifters, 
migrants. But some are thoroughly 
able to do skilled labor — if the} 
could just get the chance. 
Recently Congressman Thomas 
B. Curtis of St. Louis alluded to 
this moral and economic evil in a 
comment on the floor of the House 
He referred to a statem ent by Her- 
bert Hill, Labor Secretary of 1 h<

“There are no Negro apprentice, 
in the following (union) training 
programs — Electrical, plumbing 
nd steamfitting, carpentry, mason­ 
ry, cement finishers, lathers and 
oainters. 
“There is one Negro apprentice 
at a non-union Negro-owned sheet- 
metal company. It is estimated 
there are 14 Negro apprentices in 
St. liouis: Six bakers, one bnck- 
layer, two machinists, one sheet- 
metal worker and four ineat-eut- 


ters.” 
Representative 
Curtis 
showed 
this data to John L. Rollings, pres­ 
ident of the Missouri State Labor 
Council AFL-CIO and “ he stated 
that this was entirely accurate.” 
The new report by the Missouri 
Advisory Committee to the federal 
Civil Rights Commission said car- 
i »enters have now let down the bars 
against Negro membership, as well 
as 
the 
bricklayers, 
meatcutters 
and machinists unions. However, 
the Urban League, quoted in the 
federal 
report, 
declared 
skilled 
and semi-skilled 
Negro 
workers 
have had to be “content with token 
gains.” 
Undoubtedly other areas of em- 
oyment, where union organization 
does not obtain also discriminate 
although the Advisory Committee 
asserted during the last decade Ne­ 
gro job opportunities, have improv­ 
ed in the shoe and auto industry, 
downtown stores, the Public Ser­ 
vice Company, McDonnell Aircraft 
and a few other areas. 
The color lid on many craft un­ 
ion memberships remains clamp­ 
ed tight. This policy not only is un- 
American and hurtful to the gen­ 
eral economy — which needs much 
more skilled labor than is avail­ 
able — but it imposes heavy costs 
in relief and unemployment com- 
pensation, which have to be borne 
by taxpayers and industry.

he actually 
draws a salary* of about $17,500 
Congressmen are officially allot­ 
ted $20,500 to hire a staff. This is 
the “basic” figure +hat appears on 
the books. 
But the House has slowly evolve.! 
a “ formula” which Is applied to 
base pay scales under whcih list­ 
ed bast pay is meaningless. 
Pay Increased In Steps 
As each step in the “ formula” 
is applied, and there are nine steps 
in all, the “base” pay goes up. 
Thus the actual fund a Congress­ 
man has to work with, according 
to Representative John Kyi (Rep.), 
Iowa, runs from about $35,000 a 
year to more than $42,000 a year. 
The application of the “ form 
all perfectly legal, comes close, 
therefore, to doubling most of the 
base salaries. 
It has been suggested on the 
House floor that the entire system 
is allowed to stand so that pay 
scales will api>ear modest to penny 
conscious constituents. 
The base pay scaies were first 
adopted about 20 years ago. in 
A’orld War II. 
But as the cost of living rose, 
the House approved changes, tim 
after time, to allow for higher pay. 
although base salaries remainec 
the same. 
For 
example, 
percentage 
in­ 
creases at various salary levels 
were approved, each granting per­ 
centage increases on top of earlier 
increases, and the formula became 
more and more complex. 
‘Mathematical Monstrosity.* 
Today, Representatives Kyi says, 
the formula is a “mathematical 
monstrosity.” He says it is so com­ 
plex that no member of the House 
can figure out precisely now nuch

WASHINGTON—A Negro letter 
carrier in Savannah,

There’s a two-fold lesson to be 
learned 
from 
this 
long-distance 
piece of politics 1. Names mean 
a lot on election day; 2. 
The 
NAACP has cultivated the habit 
of kicking its best friends in the 
teeth. 
The case of W. W. Law, the 
Savannah 
postman 
who 
spear­ 
heads the NAACP in that area, 
and the manner in which he was 
almost, but not quite, ousted from 
he postal service, is already pret­ 
ty well known around the USA. 
What isn’t well known is the po­ 
litical 
reverberations 
it 
has 
caused in New Jersey and the 
manner in which the NAACP has 
been drubbing the man who has 
given a better break to Negro 
Iiostmen than any other postmas­ 
ter general in history. 
The whole inside story is an in­ 
teresting lesson in how to chastise 
vour friends and how to win elec­ 
tions. 
It so happens that Postmaster 
General J. Edward Day has made 
a Negro, Herbert Waddy, assist­ 
ant 
postmaster 
of 
Washington, 
D.C., for the first time a Negro 
has held such a high post in his­ 
tory. He has also made a Negro, 
Christopher Scott, deputy assist­ 
ant postmaster general for the 
first time in history Scott, with 
a salary of $18,500, is one of the 
highest paid government servants 
below Cabinet status. 
Day has 
also made Henry McGee, another 
Negro, personnel director for the 
Chicago area, the highest position 
ever held by a Negro in the postal 
ield service. 
Punish your Friends 
Day has also made a Negro, 
Mrs. James Avery, postmaster of 
a first class post office—in Pa- 
oima, Calif., for hte first time 
n history’. There are about 10.000 
first class 
post 
offices 
in 
the 
United States but no Negro in 185 
vears ha* ever held one of these 
jobs 
until 
Day 
appointed 
Mrs. 
Avery. 
Finally, the postmaster general 
has appointed Henry Dickson, a 


Negro, as employee relations of­ 
ficer in Washington and has given 
freer opportunity for Negroes to 
be promoted to supervisory posi­ 
tions in the postal service. 
However, 
when he goofed in 
regard to the Savannah letter car­ 
rier, W. W. Law, the full pub­ 
licity* force of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored 
P e o p l e 
was 
lev eled 
against him, and Clarence Mitch­ 
ell, Washington representative of 
the NAAP, has been busy kick­ 
ing the shins of the most friendly 
postmaster general the Negro has 
ever had. 
This is where the New Jersey 
election comes into the picture. It 
so happens that the candidate run­ 
ning for governor on the Republi­ 
can ticket is James Mitchell, for­ 
mer secretary of labor. The name 
of the NAACP representative in 
Washington 
is 
a l s o 
Mitchell. 
Names in politics are easily con­ 
fused—as for example the Treas­ 
urer 
of 
Massachusetts 
named 
Kennedy, who coasted to victory- 
on the name of the President, 
and as per example Congressman 
Don Magnuson in Washington who 
coasted home on the popularity of 
Sen. Warren Magnuson. 
Sen. Clifford Case, Republican 
of New Jersey, 
a good public 
servant, but not one to miss a po­ 
litical 
trick, 
has 
been 
holding 
press 
conferences 
in his office 
with Clarence Mitchell — of the 
NAACP — not ex-Secretary of La­ 
bor Mitchell. He has used these 
press 
conferences to sound off 
against the Kennedy administra­ 
tion and Postmaster General Day, 
thereby helping another Mitchell 
in New Jersey. 
This has made headline news in 
the Negro press: and the Negro 
vote is important in New Jersey. 
It gave Kennedy the margin of 
votes he needed to carry that 
state in 1960. 
But this year, thanks to a Ne­ 
gro letter carrier in Savannah, the 
ingratitude of the NAACP, con­ 
fusion over the name Mitchell, 
and the astute politics of Senator 
Case, it’s expected that the Ne­ 
gro vote in New Jersey will go 
for Mitchell This despite the fact 
that Mitchell, when secretary of 


labor, ousted the first Negro lo 
hold little Cabinet rank, J. Ernest 
Wilkins, in order to make room 
for the handsome son of Ambas­ 
sador Henry Cabot Lodge.

Study Shows Unions Smother W orkers’ Freedom 


Research conducted by Prof. Joel Seidman of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago shows that most of the 17 million workers 
who are members of 93 major labor unions in America do not 
have the constitutional right, within their union, to chal­ 
lenge or oppose their ruling officialdom. The professor found 
only two union constitutions among the 93 which expressly 
permit opposition. On the other hand, the constitutions of 
m any make it difficult or im possible for internal opposition to 
challenge the regim e in power. 
The source of the un-democratic concentration of power 
in the hands of the union officials, the professor concluded, 
is the “union shop” device of monopolistic unionism. 
“ A vital policy issue confronting the union movement, and 
the public as w ell,” Professor Seidman and his collaborators 
wrote, “is the excessive power that union leaders may be 
able to weld over the membership . . . This power of coer­ 
cion exists because of the widespread use o f the union se­ 
curity (union shop) clause in this country* which may endan­ 
ger a worker's job if he loses good standing in his union.” 
Uniohs whose officials are given dictatorial power through 
th e instrum ent, the “union shop,” are am ong the most un­ 
democratic of American institutions, Professor Seidman con­ 
cluded.

The Right To Work 
If there is a basic right in the 
dem ocratic system , it is that every 
capable citizen should have the 
sam e chance to work as any other, 
regardless of color or creed. This 
certainly is not true in a trem en­ 
dous num ber of cases for the Ne­ 
gro job hunter. 
Because m any unions, especially 
craft unions, refuse to accept Ne­ 
gro apprentices 
in training pro­ 
gram s, the Negro is barred from 
much 
skilled 
and 
semi-skilled 
work. 
He is denied opportunity and the 
higher pay that other citizens may 
enjoy — sim ply because his skin is 
taboo. 
This is rank discrim ination, a 
sham eless jxilicy of racism , an un­ 
questionable roadblock to dynam ic 
industry in a period when autom a­ 
tion is throwing m any unskilled 
laborers out of jobs and opening 
new fields for skilled workers. Not. 
however, for the Negro 
In St. Louis, which has an un­ 
em ploym ent rate of 8.4 per cent. 
Negro unem ploym ent 
is 20 per 
cent 
Obviously this is not all due to 
the unions' b ar against Negroes; 
some of these jobless are drifters, 
m igrants. But some are thoroughly 
able to do skilled labor — if the} 
could just get the chance. 
Recently Congressm an Thomas 
B. Curtis of St. Louis alluded to 
this m oral and economic evil in a 
com m ent on the floor of the House 
He referred to a statem ent by Her­ 
bert Hill, Labor Secretary of tin 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancem ent 
of 
Colored 
People, 
which Mr. Curtis rightly term eo 
“significant"’. 
Mr. 
Hill appearet 
before the House Com m ittee 
o. 
Labor and Education last month. 
While covering the whole nation 
al scene, in discussing union dis­ 
crim ination against Negroes, Sec­ 
retary Hill said of St. Louis: 
“There are no Negro apprentice, 
in the following (union* training 
program s — E lectrical, plumbing 
nd steam fitting, carpentry, m ason­ 
ry, cem ent finishers, lathers and 
oainters. 
“There is one Negro apprentice 
at a non-union Negro-owned sheet- 
m etal com pany. It is estim ated 
there are 14 Negro apprentices in 
St. lAiuis: Six bakers, one brick- 
layer, two m achinists, one sheet- 
tnetal worker and four m eat-cut- 


tcrs.” 
Representative 
Curtis 
showed 
this data to John L. Rollings, pres­ 
ident of the Missouri State Labor 
Council AFL-CIO and “ he stated 
that this was entirely accurate.” 
The new report by the M issouri 
Advisory Committee to the federal 
Civil Rights Commission said car­ 
penters have now let down the bars 
against Negro m em bership, as well 
as 
the 
bricklayers, 
m eatcutters 
and m achinists unions. However, 
the Urban League, quoted in the 
federal 
report, 
declared 
skilled 
and semi-skilled 
Negro 
workers 
have had to be “ content with token 
gains.” 
Undoubtedly other areas of em- 
oyment, where union organization 
does not obtain also discrim inate 
although the Advisory Committee 
asserted during the last decade Ne­ 
gro job opportunities, have improv­ 
ed in the shoe and auto industry, 
downtown stores, the Public Ser­ 
vice Company, McDonnell Aircraft 
and a few’ other areas. 
The color lid on m any craft un­ 
ion m em berships rem ains clam p­ 
ed tight. This policy not only is un- 
Am erican and hurtful to the gen­ 
eral economy — which needs much 
m ore skilled labor than is avail­ 
able — but it imposes heavy costs 
in relief and unenm loyment com- 
pensation, which have to be borne 
by taxpayers and industry.

can pay with his $20,000 base pay 
fund.

But there are tricks that com­ 
m ittees could employ to boost tha* 
sum in case they wanted to get 
a particular man who would not 
come at the pay offered. 
For exam ple, a wife or relative 
could be put on the com m ittee pay­ 
roll without necessarily doing anv 
work. 
Thus the staff m em ber’s actual 
earnings could be hiked substan 
tiallv. It is believed this practice 
is not uncommon. 
It m ay also be defensible, for 
House com m ittees work in im port­ 
ant areas of national policy and 
could hardlv be criticied for try ­ 
ing to attract the best men possi­ 
ble.

WASHINGTON — Elsewhere in 
‘he United States, when a man 
acts naid $7 000 a . ear he is likely 
to get paid $7,000 a year. Not so

of Representatives — either for 
Congressmen or House com m ittees 
When 
a 
C ongressm an’s staff 
m em ber gets paid $7,000 a year as 
his “base pay.” he Is just as likely 
a? not to m ake $14,000 a year. 
If a com m ittee staffer gets a 
base 
pay 
of $8880, 
he actually 
draws a salary of about $17,500 
Congressmen are officially allot­ 
ted $20,500 to hire a staff. This is 
the “basic” figure *hat appears on 
the books. 
But the House has slowly evolved 
a “ form ula” which Is applied to 
base pay scales under whcih list­ 
ed base pay is meaningless. 


Pay Increased in Steps 
As each step in the “ form ula” 
is applied, and there are nine steps 
in all. the “ base” pay goes up. 
Thus the actual fund a Congress, 
man has to work with, according 
to Representative John Kvl (Rep.i, 
Iowa, runs from about $35,000 a 
year to m ore than $42,000 a year. 
The 
application of the “ form 
ail perfectly legal, 
comes

therefore, to doubling most of the 
base salaries.

House floor that the entire system 
is allowed to stand so that pay 
scales will appear modest to penny 
conscious constituents.

Cabinet 
status. 
Day 
has 
also m ade Henry McGee, another 
Negro, personnel director for the 
Jhicago area, the highest position 
ever held by a Negro in the postal 
ield service. 
Punish your Friends 
Day has also m ade a Negro. 
Mrs. Jam es Avery, postm aster of 
a first class post office-—in Pa- 
oima, Calif., for hte first time 
n history. There are about 10.000 
first 
class 
post 
offices 
in 
the 
United States but no Negro in 185 
vears has ever held one of these 
iobs 
until 
Day 
appointed 
Mrs. 
Avery. 
Finally, the postm aster general 
has appointed Henry Dickson, a 


Negro, as employee relations of­ 
ficer in Washington and has given 
freer opportunity for Negroes to 
be promoted to supervisory posi­ 
tions in the postal service.

One word of warning—the area

This means unless 
you plan to hike to the center from 
your deer stand you’d better take 
along your own water container. 
Authorities at the state-sponsor- \ 
ed area ask that hunters enter and 
leave the area by way of the head­ 
quarters gate — the northwest gate , 
— or else enter through! the east 
gate. The gates will be opened at 
4:30 a.m. so that hunters may get 
to the deer stands. However, shoot­ 
ing cannot begin nntil 6:30. Shoot­ 
ing will stop at 5 p.m. 


ONLY DEER—NOTHING ELSE 
—may be taken with either bow 
and arrow or gun. Buck and doe 
may be taken, and any type of 
practice with your weapon is ta­ 
boo. 
Successful hunters are asked to 
take their kill to headquarters for 
tagging and other valuable infor­ 
mation that can be used for re­ 
search purposes. 
Two other words of caution—tbv

T pointed out 
that our labor union leaders would 
profit by devoting themselves on 
Independence Day to a

In doing so, they would 
surely perceive how far astray 
from its principles the'" have pi­ 
loted the American labor move­ 
m e n t Also, they m ight come to 
understand the dangers connected 
with stifling the unalienable rights 
of m an and ignoring the basic 
claims of human dignity.

Study Shown Unions Smother Workers' Freedom 


Research conducted by Prof. Joel Seidman of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago shows that most of the 17 million workers 
who are members of 93 major labor unions in America do not 
have the constitutional right, within their union, to chal­ 
lenge or oppose their ruling officialdom. The professor found 
only two union constitutions among the 93 which expressly 
permit opposition. On the other hand, the constitutions of 
many make it difficult or impossible for internal opposition to 
challenge the regime in power. 
The source of the un-demoeratic concentration of power 
in the hands of the union officials, the professor concluded, 
is the “union shop” device of monopolistic unionism.

The October traffic death toil in 
M issouri dropfied to a 16 year low 
for the month. 
October has long been noted for a 
tragic num ber of traffic deaths, 
but this year both drivers and pe­ 
destrians changed their traffic hab­ 
its and the num ber of 
jieoplc 
killed during the month dropjjod to 
73. 
Traffic 
accident 
records show 
that the October death toll is the 
lowest recorded in Missouri 
for 
the month since 1945 when 71 fa­ 
talities were recorded. 
The traffic toll last month in Mis­ 
souri included 59 deaths in rural 
areas of tile state and 14 fatalities 
on .streets of cuties with m ore than 
10.000 population. There were 31 
drivers, 24 passengers and 4 ped­ 
estrians killed in rural area traffic 
crashes. In urban areas. 2 drivers, 
3 passenger* and 9 pedestrians 
were kilted. 
During the last 16 years, an av­ 
erage of 96 people have been killed 
in Missouri traffic each October. 
Seven tim es during the 16 year 
j ie nod the traffic toll soared to 
over 
IOO 
fatalities 
during 
the 
month. Last year there were 104 
deaths, 
while 
the all 
tim e high 
death toll for any month occurred 
in Octnbe 1953, and October, 1956 
when 132 people were killed. 
This year the Missouri traffic 
toll, at m idnight October 31, stood 
at 755 fatalities, a decrease of 92 
com pared to last year’s record on 
the sam e date. 
The im provem ent this year has 
not decreased traffic dangers ac­ 
cording to the State Highway P a­ 
trol. The Superintendent. Col. Hugh 
H. W aggoner said. ‘‘We are not 
out of the woods yet by any m eans. 
Novem ber and December are dead­ 
ly months. Last year, there were 
201 people killed in Missouri traffic 
during the last two months, and 
that figure can be exceeded this 
year unless we continue to use 
caution.’*

The Right To Work 
lf there is a basic right in the 
dem ocratic system , it is that every 
capable citizen should have the 
sam e chance to work as any other, 
regardless of color or creed. This 
certainly is not true in a trem en­ 
dous num ber of cases for the Ne­ 
gro job hunter. 
Because m any unions, especially 
craft unions, refuse to accept Ne­ 
gro apprentices in training pro­ 
gram s, the Negro is barred from 
m uch 
skilled 
and 
semi-skilled 
work. 
He is denied opportunity and the 
higher pay that other citizens m ay 
enjoy — simply because his skin is 
taboo. 
This is rank discrim ination, a 
shameless- imlicy of racism , an un­ 
questionable roadblock to dynam ic 
industry in a period when autom a­ 
tion is throwing m any unskilled 
laborers out of jobs and opening 
new fields for skilled w orkers.

WASHINGTON — Elsew here in 
‘he United States, when a m an 
tots naid $7 OOO a .e a r he is likely 
to get paid $7,000 a year. Not so 
f.-r ‘Hose who work at the House 
of R epresentatives — either for 
Congressm en or House com m ittees 
When 
a 
C ongressm an’s staff 
m em ber gets paid $7,000 a year as 
his "base pay." he Is just as likely 
as not to m ake $14,000 a year. 
If a com m ittee staffer gets a 
base 
pay 
of $888<*. 
he actually 
draw s a salary of about $17,500 
Congressm en are officially allot­ 
ted $20,500 to hire a staff. This is 
the “ basic” figure ’bat appears on 
the books. 
But the House has slowly evolved 
a “ form ula” which Is applied to 
base pay scales under whcih list­ 
ed b ast pay is m eaningless. 
Pay Increased In Steps 
As each step in the “ form ula” 
is applied, and there are nine steps 
in all. the “ base” pay goes up. 
Thus the actual fund a Congress, 
m an has to work with, according 
to Representative John Kvl (R ep.;, 
Iowa, runs from about $35,000 a 
year to m ore than $42,000 a year. 
The application of the “ form 
all perfectly legal, 
com es 
close, 
therefore, to doubling most of the 
base salaries. 
It has been suggested 
on 
the 
House floor that the entire system 
is allowed to stand so that pay 
scales will appear m odest to penn\ 
conscious constituents. 
The base pay scales were first 
adopted about ?0 year* ago, 
in 
Vorld War ll. 
But as the cost of living rose, 
the House approved changes, tim 
after tim e, to allow for higher pay, 
although base salaries romaine*.

in “gross” salaries a Congressm an 
can pay with his $20,000 base pay 
fund. 
Experts in the House disbursing 
office actually handle the computa* 
dons, so individual Congressmen 
do not have to w orry about the 
details. 
The formula works so that those 
in the lower salary ranges 
get 
paid 
more 
proportionatal above 
their “base” pay than those in the 
upper ranges. 
A secretary’s base pay may be 
listed at $2.000-a-year. Her actual 
pay would be about $4 700. 
On one o<’',"*ion. Kyi dryly ob­ 
served in addressing his 
fellow 
Congressmen: 
“ Someone nas suggested that the 
m em bers of the great body prefer 
to keep the present program be­ 
cause someone back in the home 
district m ight object to the gross 
figures.

Most Congressmen are limited to 
having nine em ployes sharing the 
total fund, but some, at least, are 
not using the total allotm ent.

Tricks Could Be Used 
But there are tricks that com­ 
m ittees could employ to boost that 
sum in case they wanted to get 
a particular m an who would not 
com e at the pay offered. 
For exam ple, a wife or relative 
could be put on the com m ittee pay­ 
roll without necessarily doing anv 
work. 
Thus the stuff member’s actual 
earnings could be hiked substan 
tiaily. It is believed this practice 
is not uncommon. 
It may also be defensible, for 
House com m ittees work in im port­ 
ant areas of national policy and 
could hardly be criticled for tin ­ 
ing to attract the best men possi­ 
ble. 
The system, however, could theo. 
reticallv provide a basis for cheat, 
ing. 
House em plyoes have an excep­ 
tionally attractive retirem ent pro­ 
gram and a good group insurance 
program . The retirem ent program 
is even better than that set up for 
United States Civil Sendee em ­ 
ployes. 
Most of the em ployes are poli­ 
tical apnointees with little job se­ 
curity. and it is one way of com­ 
pensating them .

almost, but not quite, ousted from 
he postal service, is already pret­ 
ty well known around the USA. 
What isn’t well known is the po­ 
litical 
reverberations 
it 
has 
caused in New Jersey and the 
m anner in which the NAACP has 
been drubbing the m an who has 
given 
a better break to Negro 
postm en than any other postm as­ 
ter general in history. 
The whole inside story is an in­ 
teresting lesson in how to chastise 
your friends and how to win elec­ 
tions. 
It so happens that Postm aster 
General J. E dw ard Day has m ade 
a Negro. H erbert Waddy, assist­ 
ant 
postm aster 
of 
Washington, 
D.C., for the first tim e a Negro 
has held such a high post in his­ 
tory. He has also m ade a Negro, 
Christopher Scott, deputy 
assist­ 
ant postm aster 
general for the 
first tim e in history 
Scott, with 
a salary of $18,500, is one of the 
highest paid governm ent servants 
below 
Cabinet 
status. 
Day 
has 
also m ade Henry McGee, another 
Negro, personnel director for the 
Chicago area, the highest position 
ever held by a Negro in the postal 
ield service. 
Punish your Friends 
Day has also m ade a Negro, 
Mrs. Jam es Avery, ijostm aster of 
a first class post office—in Pa- 
coima, Calif., for hte first time 
o history. There are about 10.000 
first 
class 
post 
offices 
in 
the 
United States but no Negro in 185 
years has ever held one of these 
jobs 
until 
Day 
appointed 
Mrs. 
Avery. 
Finally, tile postm aster general 
has appointed Henry Dickson, a 


Negro, as em ployee relations of­ 
ficer in Washington and has given 
freer opportunity for Negroes to 
be prom oted to supervisory posi­ 
tions in the postal service. 
However,

goofed 
in 
regard to the Savannah letter car­ 
rier, W. W. Law, the full pub­ 
licity force of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancem ent of 
Colored

was 
lev cled 
against him , and Clarence Mitch­ 
ell, Washington representative of 
the NAAP, has been busy kick­ 
ing the shins of the most friendly 
postm aster general the Negro has 
ever had. 
This is where the New Jersey 
election comes into the picture. It 
so happens that the candidate run­ 
ning for governor on the Republi­ 
can ticket is Jam es M itchell, for­ 
m er secretary of labor. The nam e

N am es in politics are easily con­ 
fused—as for exam ple the T reas­ 
urer 
of

Don Magnuson in Washington who 
coasted home on the popularity of 
Sen, W arren Magnuson.

Declaration of Independents

In the June l«*ue of Partners, 
the Magazine of Labor and Man­ 
agement, of which publication it 
I* my great privilege to be editor, 
I paraphrased Thomas Jefferson’s 
“Declaration 
of 
Independence,” 
into terms that apply lo modern 
labor unionism — calling it the 
"Declaration of Independents 
This issue of Partners went to 
Its readers just prior to July 4. 
which marked the 185th anniver­ 
sary of America’s independence. I 
urged all to make that holiday our* 
of solemn rv^ledication: to review 
the Declaration of Independence, 
that historic document embodying 
the ideals of every segment of our 
present society. 
And particularly, T pointed out 
that our labor union leaders would 
profit by devoting themselves on 
Independence Day to a line-by- 
line study of that sacred docu­ 
ment. In doing so. they would 
surely perceive how far astray 
from Its principles they have pi­ 
loted the American labor move­ 
m ent Also, they might come to 
understand the dangers connected 
with stifling the unalienable rights 
of man and ignoring the basic 
claims of human dignity. As they 
studied the charges and meditated 
upon the arrogant stupidity of the 
British Crown, prior to 1776. they 
might be led to draw * ’parallel 
and apply the lesson to thcm- 
aelves. 
If conscience alone is Insuffi­ 
cient to inspire all leaders of or­ 
ganized labor to audit the books 
of their thinking and adjust their 
future performance to the just 
demands of their people, a hard 
cold look at the facts that pres­ 
ently challenge their stewardship 
should impel them in this direc­ 
tion. 
They have an obligation — not 
wily to the union memberships, 
they are ethically bound to re­ 
spect and serve — but in equal 
measure to the labor movement as 
a much-needed instrument of eco­ 
nomic and social justice. For thai 
matter, thev owe *t no less to 
themselves to reform their profes­ 
sional performance, remembering

more fully aware of the minds of 
his American colonist* and so had 
been better prepared to adjust 
colonial government to the will of 
the colonists, there would have 
been no American Revolution: no 
need for * Declaration of Inde- 
i pendente. 
The ’ Spirit of ’76” may not vet 
' be in full flame in the ranks of 
organized labor, but day by day 
its flickers are gaining strength. 
Union worker* in organization af­ 
ter organization are getting sick 
and tired of union officials who 
have set up a tyrannical hierarchy. 
Union members are fed up with be- 
ing treated like mere pawns en a 


chest board. They resent, as did 
the founders of this republic, the 
principle of taxation without prop­ 
er representation. They despise 
the idea of government by inter­ 
national union officers when such 
government rudely tramples on 
local dignity. 
They resent the rushing impacts 
of union dictatorship, whether by ' 
racketeer or radical. They repu- i 
diate the whole idea of such ad- * 
ministration of union affairs as 
consistently reflects a spirit of 
arrogant irresponsibility—and of­ 
ten as not of downright stupidity 
and incompetence. Union mem­

tifies vast segments of union lead­ 
ership. 
A spirit of rebellion and a thirst 
for independence are gnawing at 
the grassroots of the labor move- j 
merit.

Independence,

For their own professional survi­ 
val—as well as for the greater
